6 r. Chairman, fellow officers, 
‘MoM ladies and gentlemen, a year 

ago when I took office I made 
two promises: First, that I would serve 
to the best of my abilities; second, I 
would make my speeches short. You are 
the judges of the first promise. I have 
kept the second and have no intentions 
of breaking it now. 

The Society has grown during the past 
year and new programs have been initi- 
ated. A new program feature of the Mid- 
winter Meeting was a panel discussion 
for dental students and their wives, at 
which opportunity was afforded repre- 
sentatives of the profession and allied 
trades to answer the many questions 
which confront young people as they en- 
ter our profession. In addition there were 
six other panel presentations covering 
dentistry’s most vital areas of interest. 
There were of course the regular essay, 
limited attendance clinics, table clinics, 
projected clinics, scientific exhibits and 
commercial exhibits which are a part and 
parcel of the Midwinter Meeting. The 
Monthly Meeting Program Committee 
also provided an excellent and outstand- 
ing array of monthly programs. 

The Dental Budget Plan program con- 
tinues to grow, with both the number of 
members participating and dollar volume 
showing a healthy increase. Should you

not be a participant it might be very 
worth your while if you would investigate. 
It might be just the shot in the arm your 
practice and patients need to meet the 
tight money situation caused by the ad- 
justment period in which we find our- 
selves. 

A new hospitalization insurance plan 
which will provide a more comprehensive 
coverage has been worked out by our 
Insurance Committee and approved by 
the Board of Directors. Full information 
will soon be mailed to the entire member- 
ship. 

Due to the editorial staff’s efforts, the 
FoRTNIGHTLY Review has been improved 
in appearance and readibility by the 
utilization of a better paper stock. Also 
a change in mailing permits will improve 
delivery service and save us about $1200 
in postage annually. 

The Code of Ethics has been revised 
to conform to the changes in the Ameri- 
can Dental Association By-Laws passed 
at the 1957 session of the House of Dele- 
gates. To this very important and hard- 
working committee I would pay special 
tribute. 

A year-round public relations program 
was authorized and started in April. The 
Julian Jackson Agency was retained to 
direct the program under the supervision 
of the Board. 

To each of you I would say, “Thank 
you,” for all the assistance you have given 
to make the Chicago Dental Society the

66 the members of the Chicago 
5 Dental Society, I wish to express 
my deep appreciation for the op- 
portunity to serve you as your President 
for the coming year. To no man can there 
come an honor higher than that which 
permits him to serve his fellows. I am 
sure that I express the feelings of my 
fellow officers when I say “thank you.” 

It has been pointed-out before that the 
important issues of any group or society 
are in the hands of that group or society. 
No group of officers can solve them for 
us. What we should expect from our offi- 
cers is that they will discern events in 
their beginning, to foresee what is coming, 
and to forewarn us if possible. 

Why should the members of any pro- 
fessional group band together? Why 
should the members of the dental profes- 
sion band together? Surely, after all these 
years, some good should have accrued 
from organization. The Chicago Dental 
Society would have disbanded long ago 
if its only purpose had been that of selfish 
gain, to bring only more and higher fees 
to its membership, or to gain fame only 
for the sake of fame for dentistry. Cer- 
tainly our dental organizations should be 
’ helpful to their memberships, but only 
through the avenues of usefulness in the 
world, of helpfulness and service to hu- 
manity. 

If each one of us will make the most 
of himself by establishing good habits and 
by working hard, the first important step 
toward universally fine relations with the 
public will have been taken. Our profes- 
sion’s most important contact with the 
public is the one you make with your 
patient. Nothing that this society does in

public relations can be quite as important 
as that. The role of the dentist in the 
health of the nation is a very important 
one. But you must believe it, and have 
faith in yourself. Furthermore, all of us, 
individually, must bring to our work 
thorough knowledge, broad experience, 
and a feeling of humanitarianism. 

In whatever way we may influence the 
social patterns of our nation, it remains 
nevertheless a foregone conclusion that we 
will move within the frameworks of those 
patterns. It is shortsighted, therefore, not 
to express ourselves quickly and effec- 
tively for that which we believe in. The 
Chicago Dental Society must continue to 
grow evermore vocal in its expression of 
what it believes to be best for both itself 
and the community. It is for this reason 
that your Board of Directors recently em- 
ployed the services of professional public 
relations people. With their help, we 
hope that we can express more effectively 
and to a much larger audience the aggre- 
gate opinions of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety. By the intelligent use of modern 
means of communication, television, radio 
and press, we can be helpful to you and 
the members of our community; but the 
eventual proof of the truth of what we 
say lies with you. What will be your 
reputation in the narrower sphere of your 
practice? 

When we create in people a strong 
desire for dental service, we should, if 
possible, help them to obtain it. I am 
sure that all of you are aware that the 
Chicago Dental Society a few years ago, 
in conjunction with the First National 
Bank of Chicago, instituted a budget plan 
for those patients who could qualify and 
who were not able to finance their dental 
services otherwise. The plan has accrued 
to the benefit of both patients and den- 
tists. Under this plan the dentist need

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YOUR NEW INSURANCE PLAN 


n the May 1, 1958 issue of the Fort- 
I NIGHTLY REvIEW you were advised 

of the Insurance Committee recom- 
mendation and the Board of Directors 
approval of a new, more comprehensive 
plan of Major Hospital Expense insur- 
ance. 
Recently Huntington & Homer, Inc. 
supplied you with detailed information 
about the plan. 

Our present All Star Hospital coverage 
has served our members very well during 
its ten years of existence, but in some 
instances the $1000.00 of protection was 
inadequate to meet the high cost of 
present day hospital confinements,. this 
being particularly true when several 
periods of confinement were the result of 
a like condition and the member involved 
had not subscribed to the available Catas- 
trophe coverage. 

The Insurance Committee over a 
period of several months gave studied and 
careful consideration to many plans but 
none offered the broad benefits of the 
adopted plan or the age renewal or re- 
tirement renewal features of this plan. 

Each insured member will have the 
opportunity to enroll in the new plan 
prior to August 1, 1958, or the option of 
retaining the present $1000.00 of hos- 
pital coverage. An option is also available 
as to the addition of an improved sched- 
ule of Surgical Allowances. We recom- 
mend your careful consideration of both 
these options because after August rst, 
the Surgical benefits cannot be purchased 
and the new plan will be subject to Com- 
pany acceptance of your application. 

Any member desiring to enroll in the 
plan, who is not presently insured, must 
be under Age 50 and the application is 
subject to Company approval. 

The new plan will pay the hospital bills 
for the insured member up to a lifetime 
maximum of $10,000.00 and a like 


amount for each insured eligible spouse or 
unmarried child under Age 19. Only the 
same three conditions, alcoholism, tuber- 
culosis, nervous or mental illness will be 
limited to $500.00, and the room limit 
will remain at $10.00. 

We realize that there will be some 
members who would like to have a high- 
er room allowance, but after considera- 
tion of cost, other insurance members 
either have or have available, it was 
finally decided it would be best to have 
a small portion of the bill assumed by the 
member. Consideration must also be 


~given to the fact that the policy does not 


contain a deductible clause or a co-in- 
surance clause which would make you 
responsible for the first few hundred dol- 
lars of a claim and after a certain amount 
is expended on claims you would pay 
20% or 25% of the bills thereafter, or 
after a period of time another deduction 
would be placed on claims. We believe 
you will agree that the amount you will 
pay over the room allowance of $10.00 
per day is a reasonable part to assume. 

Another most outstanding feature is 
the fact that your policy will not termi- 
nate either at a given age or at retirement, 
providing your membership continues in 
the Society. 

Our relationship with Huntington & 
Homer, Inc. and the Michigan Life In- 
surance Company has been splendid and 
we are happy that we are able to effect 
this new Major Hospital Expense Policy. 

It is now entirely up to you whether 
you wish to continue with the old plan 
of $1000.00 hospital coverage without the 
Catastrophe Hospital and Nursing cover- 
age, which terminates on August 1, 1958, 
or if you wish to enroll in the new up-to- 
date $10,000.00 plan. We feel you will be 
more fully protected and better satisfied 
with the new plan, therefore, suggest that 
you enroll as promptly as possible.

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The American Dental Association’s Program 
in Dental Practice Administration* 


Rudolph H. Friedrich, D.D.S., Chicago, [linois** 


the American Dental Association 
assumes in strengthening the pro- 
fessional status of dental practice is the 
study, development, compilation and dis- 
semination of information which will in- 
crease the availability of dental care to all 
segments of the population. This obliga- 
tion constitutes the basic assignment of 
responsibility to the Council on Dental 
Health under the Bylaws of the Associa- 
tion. The Bylaws specify two areas of the 
Council’s activity to include (1) increas- 
ing the capacity and efficiency of private 
dental practice to meet the demand for 
dental care and (2) improving the meth- 
ods for meeting the costs of dental care. 
Said another way, the first of these two 
areas is the improvement of methods of 
dental practice administration. Two facts 
should be understood clearly. One, the 
Association’s responsibility is to study, 
develop, compile and disseminate infor- 
mation for the improvement of dental 
practice administration ; it is the responsi- 
bility of the dentist to determine for 
himself how to make the best use of this 
information in meeting his obligation 
under the professional ethic which he is 
dedicated to support. Two, the informa- 
tion which the Association develops must 
be designed to assist all of the members 
of the profession to improve their meth- 
ods of practice administration, regardless 
of the type of dental practice they con- 
duct. The individual dentist must decide 
what improvements he can adapt to his 
practice and the priorities for their adap- 
tation. 
A great deal has already been done in 
the field of dental practice administra-

tion by individual dentists who have a 
particular understanding of the problems 
and a competence for handling them. 
The commercial interests which serve the 
dental profession have also accomplished 
a great deal in providing information on 
the problems of dental practice adminis- 
tration. Generally, however, this infor- 
mation is the result of individual case 
history experience without an over-all 
effort to coordinate all of the problems 
of dental practice and to develop studies 
which will provide well-documented solu- 
tions to the problems. 

The workshop on dental practice ad- 
ministration, held at Ann Arbor, Sept. 
1953, under the auspices of the School 
of Dentistry of the University of Michi- © 
gan, was the first significant attempt to 
survey the entire field of practice admin- 
istration and to outline the specific prob- 
lems requiring solution. 

Since then, the Council on Dental 
Health has outlined an 8-point program 
in dental practice administration to in- 
clude: . 

1. Organization of the dental practice. 

2. Location of the dental practice. 

3. Design and arrangement of the 
dental office and equipment. 

4. Personnel requirements. 

5. Dental fees. 

6. Office systems and procedures. 

7. Finances. 

8. Patient and public relations. 

The Council will concern itself with 
determining what information in these 
several areas is presently documented and 
available; which of these areas should 
have priority for consideration and fur- 
ther study; what studies could be ex- 
pected to produce essential information; 
what agencies could be encouraged to 
conduct the studies, and, finally, the 
sources of financial support for studies. 

A cursory review of the Council’s pro-

gram focuses attention on the proper 
utilization and administration of auxili- 
ary personnel in the dental office as being 
one of the key factors in producing more 
dental care with less physical and nervous 
energy on the part of the dentist, at a 
lower unit of cost of care to the patient 
and with a greater spiritual and material 
return to the dentist. 

It would be a simple matter to accu- 
mulate and publish case histories of den- 
tal practices which make effective use of 
dental assistants, dental hygienists and 
dental laboratory technicians. Such a 
publication could be concluded with the 
admonition to other dentists ““go thou and 
do likewise.” The information could be 
given to the Council on Dental Educa- 
tion with the request that it encourage 
dental educational institutions to develop 
programs which would produce the type 
of auxiliary personnel described in the 
efficient dental practices. The only diffi- 
culty is that such an approach would do 
little to create a career for the people so 
properly trained or a market for their 
services, 


The studies envisioned by the Council 


on Dental Health will extend the surveys 
which have been conducted by the Bureau 
of Economic Research and Statistics to 
include more details on the problems of 
administering and utilizing auxiliary per- 
sonnel in dental practice today. Informa- 
tion must also be compiled on job analysis 
of the dental assistant, the dental hygien- 
ist and the laboratory technician. These 
job analyses must be related to those of 
other vocations in order that the status 
of the dental auxiliaries can be estab- 
lished in their proper competitive posi- 
tion in the labor market. 

Information must be made available 
to dentists which will assist them in be- 
coming more effective employers who 
understand the responsibilities of manage- 
ment in establishing clear, succinct policy 
on the duties and performance of their 
employes as well as an understanding of 
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welfare benefits and emoluments to which 
the employe is entitled for effective per- 
formance. The experience of business and 
industry has developed a vast fund of 
knowledge on personnel relations and per- 
sonnel management and much of this 
knowledge can be translated for applica- 
tion to dental practice. 

Studies can be conducted on the proper 
utilization of auxiliary personnel to de- 
termine the proper assignment of their 
responsibilities in the dental operating 
and practice administration team, and 
to increase the dentist’s professional pro- 
ductivity without sacrificing present 
standards of quality of care and patient 
welfare. In this area, the following ques- 
tions suggest themselves: 

What duties constitute the most effec- 
tive performance for the first assistant 
in the dental office? 

What constitutes the most effective and 
economic utilization of the dental hygien- 
ist in the dental practice? Is there a need 
for an individual who can combine the 
functions of the hygienist and the chair 
assistant in a significant proportion of 
dental practice? 

What should be the duties of the 
second assistant and when should the den- 
tist plan to add this individual to his 
staff? 

How and where can chair assistants be 
trained to provide the dentist the same 
efficient aid in dental operating tech- 
niques that the surgical nurse provides 
the surgeon at the operating table? 

What criteria can be developed that 
will relate the performance of the auxili- 


ary team to the income and overhead of 
the dental practice and, ultimately, to 
the cost of the dental care to the patient? 

In the interest of being of assistance to 
all dentists, the Council will be concerned 
with the dissemination of the information 
which it either develops or compiles. The 
availability of such information will, 
through the efforts of the Council on Den- 
tal Education, of course, influence the 
curriculum of the dental schools for train- 
ing auxiliary personnel. 

Provision must also be made by the 
schools for the continuing education of 
the graduate dentist in order that he may 
improve his administration and utiliza- 
tion of auxiliaries. The constituent and 
component dental societies will have a 
continuing responsibility to improve their 


programs in dental practice administra- 


tion for the practicing dentist. Dental so- 
cieties might well consider the develop- 
ment of the working conference on the 
problems of dental care and extend that 
idea further by stimulating the develop- 
ment of study clubs in practice adminis- 
tration. Dental journalism should devote 
a proper portion of its pages to the publi- 
cation of sound, ethical information on . 
dental practice administration. 

A total program for the improvement of 
dental practice administration, based up- 
on the fundamental concept of providing 
more high quality dental care to more 
people in the most economic manner pos- 
sible, will result in an increased spiritual 
and material return to the dentist and in 
the highest degree of good public rela- 
tions for the dental profession.

not finance the work himself and assume 
the credit risks of people whom he may 
not know. The plan eliminates embar- 
rassment for both parties and frees the 
dentist of financial worries often accom- 
panying a credit arrangement with his 
patient. | 

The Chicago Dental Society should 
wish to be no less than national in all 
positions which it takes. If we are to grow 
as a truly great organization, we must 
strive in good faith to play an ever more 
important part in the health of our na- 
tion and of the world. We will watch 
closely and with interest the progress 
made in closing agreements with labor 
unions for dental service to their respec- 
tive memberships. Wherever possible, we 
should consider the important advantage 
of being ready with a plan, rather than 
being placed in the position of needing 
to accept one, perhaps highly unfavor- 
able, for our membership. Social changes 
are taking place. How ready are we and 
how prepared will we be to meet them 
intelligently? 

In closing, may I say that your officérs 
are looking forward to-a year of hard 
work, fully aware that they will perform 
their duties in the interests of service to a 
group of persons working to bring ade- 
quate dental service to the people of 
Chicago.”
